Riot- Jury Judge Says 
Walker Broke Promise

The Chief ’ Federal judge of 
the Chicagp district charged 
today that the director of the 
controversial Walker report 
on the Democratic Convention 
week riots broke a personal 
promise to him in making it 
public. 

Judge William J. Campbell 
added that the secrecy of a 
Federal grand jury which he 
has named, to study the con- 
vention riots may have been 
violated by the manner in 
which the U.S. Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office deleted certain 
passages in 16 pages of the re- 
port. . .£ ' ; 

Campbell has quarreled 
with Daniel Walker, director 
of the report to the National 
Commission on Violence, ever 
since the document stirred up 
controversy with its charges of 
a “Police riot” during conven- 
tion week. 

In a mews conference, Camp- 
bell said Walker had promised 
“he would see to it* that a 
rough draft of his, report was 
in my hands for deliverance to 
the grand jury before it was 
released to the press. 

“The next I heard from Mr. 
Walker was on Nov. 30 when 
he called and said the report 
had been finished and printed 
and was in the hands of the 
press. He said he was sending 
a copy to me for my perusal. I 
told him it was a little late 
and that I might as well read 
it in; the newspapers like ev- 
erybody else. 

“I then reminded him of our 
agreement of Oct. 3 concern- 
ing the grand jury. He denied 
any such agreement.” 

Campbell also said he would 
turn down Walker’s request 


that deleted portions of the re- 
port be made public. 

“Neither I nor anybody else 
has the duty to release this 
material and I am going to see 
insofar as I can that it is not 
released,” Campbell said. 

Earlier today, a suit seeking 
the release of the original, 
unexpurgated version of the| 
Walker report was filed. I 

The U.S. District Court suit 
also asks $1 million in dam- 
ages from Judge Campbell for 
allegedly barring two of the 
three plaintiff s from testifying 
before the special grand jury. 

The suit said that if the re- 
port is not an official docu- 
ment/ Campbell should be or- 
dered to release the official 
version and U.S. Attorney 
General Ramsey Clark should ; 
be restrained from withhold j 
ing it. 

The three filing the suit are 
Sherman Skolnick, Jacob 
Oscar Berg and Harriet Sher- 
man. 

Skolnick, 38, a self-taught 
legal expert, and Mrs. Sher- 
man said they originally were 
told by the U.S. attorney’s of- 
fice that they would be called 
to testify before the grand 
jury, but that because Camp- 
bell considers the jury “my 
grand jury” they have been 
blocked from testifying.
